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McGill University in Montreal, 
the pride of Canada, is one hundred 
years old. 
The century 
during 
which it has functioned has seen a 
great institution of learning grow 
from 
a 
very 
small 
beginning. 
Previous to the American Revolu­ 
tion, Canadians who wanted higher 
education came down to the states, 
but after the severance of the col­ 
onies from Mother England, it was 
na ural that Canadians should wish 
to *ducate their children in the ir 
ow 
schools. 
As c result of effort to secure 
flee schools, the Royal Institute for 
the Advancement of Learning was 
established and King George the 
Third gave directions .‘or the estab­ 
lishment of schools where children 
could obtain, at least, rudimentary 
knowledge. These schools were, as a 
rule, primitive affairs, housed in 
one-room structures and presided

his wife poisoned him. 
Then she had 
Phoeas proclaimed emperor, and a sec­ 
ond time became empress of Byzan­ 
tium. 
Tills brought on a contest with 
the church, which refused to sanction 
the marriage. 
But tile vampire was 
a woman of wit as well as seduction, 
and she helped her new imperial hus­ 
band to maintain himself. Phoeas won 
notable victories against the Saracens 
ami greatly extended the power of By­ 
zantium. Theophano tired of him and 
looked about for new conquests. She 
cast her favor upon Zimiskes, nephew 
of the emperor, and a gallant young 
soldier. 
Once more her conspiracy 
took shape, and Phoeas was assas­ 
sinated.
